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Last week’s business in flour was 
given a little color by the two cents ad- 
vance in wheat prices. Though a re- 
action soon followed, temporarily at 
least an incentive was furnished to op- 
erate a little in flour and while higher 
prices were usually not obtained, about 
all markets felt the effects of the 
strength in wheat. The tendency was 
for mills to run stronger, and at Minne- 
apolis, Milwaukee and Kansas City 
more fiour was produced. Millfeed was 
everywhere in active demand at very 
high prices. 


MINNEAPOLIS enjoyed a brisk demand 
for flour, especially late in the week, 
and sales considerably exceeded the 
output. Foreigners were quite free buy- 
ers from some mills, paying 3@6d ad- 
vance. The edge was taken off feed 
and prices were about 25c per ton lower. 
Lake and rail rates. will shortly be in 
effect from the northwest, ma ing a 
difference in freights to the seaboard of 
about 6c per bbl.. Already some millers 
are figuring export — on the lake 
basis of rates. St. Louis again stood 
out prominently for ae about every 
condition making the milling business 
agreeable. Its millers had a full meed 
of domestic and export trade a 
the most for their feed since 1891. The 
extension of the all-risks clause to ship- 
ments via New Orleans is calculated to 
improve the transportation problem. 
Kansas City experienced a considerable 
improvement in trade and reveled in an 
insatiable demand for feed. Atchison 
and other Kansas points complained of 
export business being impracticable. 
Wichita for the time being is engaging 
the attention of numerous millers in 
quest of ideal locations to embark in 
business. In Oklahoma and Texas, the 
mills are short of wheat and find that 
competition has crowded the price of 
flour too close to that of the raw mate- 
rial. Flour was of good tone in Tennes- 
see, but quiet. Feed, however, was go- 
ing lively and corn goods were also in 
good demand. Michigan mills had a 
much better trade incident to the 
strength in wheat. With Buffalo mills, 
business was somewhat stimulated, but 
buyers were looking for lower prices. 
Flour sales by Toledo mills were not 
large, the situation with them not being 
= changed. Mills in the Valley 
of the Ohio ran from full capacity to 
half time, with flour quiet and feed brisk. 
At Chicago, a decided improvement was 
in evidence. Conditions at Milwaukee 
were improved by higher wheat, buat 
Monday’s break caused disappoint- 
ment. One Superior-Duluth mill was 
——— with flour scarcely in eves 
demand. Montreal was doing little or 
no export, and was cut out from New- 
foundland trade by American spring 
wheat flour. On the Pacific coast, the 
export trade was poor and not very 
promising in view of the large stocks 
accumulated in Oriental markets. In 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
other eastern markets, flour was firmer 
by reason of the advance in wheat, but 
trade was not augmented. Stocks are 
fair and buyers are slow to take hold at 
any advance. 

Our cables of today (March 20) say of 
foreign markets: London—Market is 
slightly firmer and rather more is doing 
in flour. Buyers show "en inter- 
est and a better feeling is developing. 
Glasgow—A rather better feeling pre- 
vails. Liverpool—Greater steadiness 
has characterized our markets. De- 
mand for flour has been slightly re- 
vived, but there is still great room for 
improvement. 


Ir is but a short time since the topic 
of the demoralizing influence of con- 
signment business in the foreign flour 
trade was given, as it had been given 
many times before, considerable space 
in these columns. We again take up the 
subject to present and to comment ona 
letter received among others on the sub- 
ipot from a member of the Glasgow 

our trade—and gladly will we keep our 
columns open for such discussion if it 
promises anything like an awakening 
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which might result in united action on 
the part of those in whose hands lies the 
remedy for this deplorable practice. 
The letter which follows does not tend 
_toward such action, but it shows an in- 
terest in the subject which might lead 
to better things. 


GuiasGow, March 2, 1901. 
Editor Northwestern Miller: 

It is related of an old _ Scottish 
toper that on being assailed by the 
arguments of a fanatical total abstainer 
he at length admitted with great reluc- 
tance that whiskey was a very bad thing 
adding, however, with much alacrity 
‘tespecially bad poten ay 4 

In one of your recent issues you have 
treated the subject of consignments with 
much ability and force and every flour 
importer here will admit that consign- 
ments are a very bad thing ‘'especially 
other people’s consignments.’”’ You 
suggest an effective cure for the disease 
but you are seeking to apply it at the 
es end. John Ball, with that slow 
sagacity of his which takes the part of 
smartness in other people has allowed 
the continent of Europe to pay part of 
his sugar bill for many years. e will 
also take all the consignments your 
millers like to send him so long as they 
draw three-fourths of the value and let 
him play with the remaining fourth. 
Your millers could easily cure the dis- 
ease by refraining from consigning alto- 

ether. John Bull’s country is small and 

is resources limited and if American 
millers will present him with flour at 
less than it is worth you really cannot 
blame him for taking it. That consign- 
ment ultimately spells ‘tassignment”’ 
to the miller who keeps at it is a matter 
for the miller and not for him. 

1t may be interesting to your milling 
friends in America to know that a con- 
ference of British millers which met 
about a fortnight ago, formulated and 
are now oy pee a scheme for pay- 
ing part of the cost of the South African 
war out of American flour. The propo- 
sal in question is that the chancellor of 
the exchequer should place a duty of 2s 
6d per sack on flour imports. Thosé 
patriotic millers show that 2s 6d per 
sack on 8,000,000 sacks of flour will mean 
£1,000,000 a year. They are also seek- 
ing to convince the working man that 
that will not mean any advance on the 
loaf, and finally that the whole million 
will find its way into the exchequer. 
Seeing that this proposal has emanated 
from a gathering of millers it is not un- 
charitable to suppose that the real ob- 
ject is to prevent the importation of 
American flour and place the million in 
their own pockets. It is not inthe least 
likely that this proposal will meet with 
acceptance, because there is no logic 
applicable to a case such as this which 
would not be equally applicable if used 
in favor of an import duty on foreign 
wheat. The landlords could show just 
as good a reason for an import daty on 
wheat as millers can show for an im- 
port a | on flour, so that the millers’ 
proposal will not commend itself either 
to the landholders or to the working 
classes.

THE writer of the above letter—him- 
self a member of a firm of flour import- 
ers—admits, on behalf of the whole 
trade, that consigned flour is a curse 
to the importer as well as to the miller. 
He characterizes as an ‘effective cure”’ 
our suggestion of united action by the 
British flour importers as a remedy for 
the evil. Yet because the miller is pri- 
marily the author of the tronble, this 
gentleman woutd disclaim for the im- 
aah ne any Peg tmp a and apparent- 
y resents the idea of the application of 
an effective cure at his end of the busi- 
ness. He callin it the wrong end—but 
can there be any wrong end for the ap- 
plication of an effective cure? As well 
deny the efficacy of the time-honored 
hot foot-bath as a remedy for a severe 
cold in the head on the ground that it is 
applied at the ‘twrong end.’’ It cures 
just the same (if the trouble has not 
gone too far), by creating a. condition 
under which the ailment cannot exist. 
That is exactly what the importers have 
the power to do—and the sooner they do 
it, before further complications ensue, 
the better for all concerned. In our re- 
cent editorial on the subject we did not 
underestimate in the least the responsi- 
bility of the American miller for the 
consignment evil. But even admitting 
him to be the greater sinver, the respon- 
sibility of the importer who receives 
consigned flour is not lessened, and 
we maintain what we said a few weeks 
ago—that the importer is aiding and 
abetting an unbasinesslike transaction. 
Also that because of the impracticabili- 
ty of getting the millers of Amerisza to- 
getber in an agreement against consign- 
ing flour and the feasibility of such an 
arrangement among the importers 
against receiving consignments, the 
remedy does lie with the importers. 
And it is undeniable that the importer, 
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though perhaps less directly, shares the 
sufferings of the miller from this evil. 
The annals of the trade show that it is 
not.only to the miller that ‘'consign- 
ment” may ultimately — ‘tassign- 
ment”; and John Bull’s ‘'slow sagacity”’ 
in accepting consigned flour is on a par 
with Uncle Sam’s ‘‘smartness”’ in. ship- 
ping it. 


TuHatT the millers of this country will 
be interested in the account of the 
conference told of in the above letter, 
is very probable, but they will hardly 
feel disturbed. Too many things 
would seem to preclude the possibili- 
ty of such action as that peopeced 
by this conference. It is utterly op- 
) ye omy to the whole policy of Great 

ritain in regard to imports—a policy 
so strongly iotrenched that it is not 
easy to imagine a change. Even sup- 
posing such a change possible what 
more unlikely article could be proposed 
for an entering wedge than flour. The 
British consumers, all who come under 
the broad term of wage-earners, would 
never ‘‘stand for it,” to use aslangy but 
expressive phrase. If they have the 
cost of a war to pay they will doubtless 
pay it remy A but not out of the 
pocket that holds their bread money. 
And it would be futile to try to convince 
them that under an import tax on flour 
it would not have to be paid from that 
very pocket. The picture of that £1,000,- 
000 flowing gracefully from ‘the Ameri- 
can millers’ exchequer into that of 
the British government would doubt- 
less be a pleasing one, but not 
being new-born babes they would 
recognize it as ey a fancy paint- 
ing by an imaginative artist with 
a self-interest-inspired brash instead of 
a photograph of a fact. Another strong 
point against such a tax is that men- 
tioned by Mr. Law when he says that no 
logic could be used in behalf of such a 
movement that would not be equally ap- 
plicable to an import duty on wheat, 
and in the event of such a movement the 
landholders would exert their influence 
toward the recognition of the latter ap- 
flication while refusing their support 
to the former. Finally, what of the im- 
porters and dealers and of all those 
whose business and business reputation 
is built upon the fair treatment of 
American flour? It is not to be sup- 
posed that they would be silent or that 
their voice would not be heard and 
hearkened to. Taking all together there 
is every reason to believe that our flour 
could confidently count on a mighty 
army of its own that would promptly 
rise up in its defence, should its welfare 
ever be seriously threatened in this 
way. 


THE telegraphic reports from Wash- 
ington indicate that the wise members 
of the senate,—or such of them as con- 
sidered themselves wise in this respect, 
—refrained from ratifying eleven reci- 
procity treaties which were propused 
for the acceleration of American trade 
abroad. If these senators saw far 
enough beyond theirown —- interests 
they would be able to make out on the 
horizon a cloud, no larger than a man’s 
hand perhaps, but a cloud all the same 
which suggests a storm in their own im- 
mediate neighborhood. The atmos- 
phere of America is charged with the 
electricity of foreign trade expansion. 
Gradually this expansion is going to ex- 
pand itself, so to speak, taking in more 
and more articles which this country 
produces and which the other countries 
want. It should be the aim ofthe sen- 
ate not to obstruct and finally kill all 
sensible reciprocity arrangements with 
other countries, but to aid and foster 
them to the end that our foreign trade 
shall be still more widely and stably es- 
tablished. There was once an inquisi- 
tive Yankee who, looking upon the 
mighty flow of Niagara for the first 
time, relieved himself, after some gaz- 
ing, by remarking: ‘'Wa’al, what’s to 
hinder?’”’ There will be no hindering of 
the enormous flow of our foreign trade 
unless somebody diverts it from its le- 
gitimate channel. Upon the head of 
whoever so diverts it, punishment 
should fall,—will fall, as the possibili- 
ties of this foreign trade come more 
clearly into view. 


THE promise for the future of Ameri- 
can trade is bright. If political condi- 
tions inimical to confidence and steady 
progrens are kept in the background or, 

etter still, if they are buried too deep 
for resurrection, there is no good reason 
why the foreign trade of this country 
should not maintain its supremacy, and 
go still further on in its conquering 
way. In this foreign trade American 
miliers should share still more liberally 
than in the past. One of the essentials 
to continuity in trade is stability in the 
factors that go to make up that trade, 
and this is possessed by the milling 
trade to an extent perhaps not always 
realized by the millers themselves, 
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Some trees have a rapid growth, but 
their wood is soft; some grow so slowly 
it takes a century or two to bring them 
into merchantable shape; some varie- 
ties are for ornament, not service, for 
the delightful veneer of the drawing 
room furniture, but the oak tree has 
been the symbol, as well as_ the 
tangible proof in its use, of strength and 
stability. In the forestry of trade the 
oak is the miller. Does some reader, 
interested in some other branch of trade, 
call this a whit fanciful? Does some 
one point to some otber occupation with 
a like remark, maintaining that the 
milling industry is not more firmly es- 
tablished than others? Well, so be it to 
such an-one, but let the unbiassed 
seeker after the causes of trade perman- 
ency discover if he can another occupa- 
tion which so closely intertwines itself 
with the physical health of the nation, 
which, so to speak, is in such large 
sense, a conserver of life and a ward 
against famine, which so _ swiftly 
scourges the fraudulent out of its midst 
should impostors appear, which year in 
and year out, so steadfastly keeps free 
from the entanglements of combina- 
tions, and which, in addition to all this, 
may be counted upon every day in the 
year, to put one hundred and ninety-six 
pounds in the barrel. 


In a sense the miller stands alone in 
trade. He comes into the most intimate 
relations with the physical and, to an 
enormous extent, with the mental life 
of the nation, because where purity and 
strength of food abound, there the 
physical and the mental best thrive to- 
gether; and upon any man to whom 
sucb responsibility as this comes, is 
laid the obligation of constant sinceri- 
ty. You may call it by any name you 
= and go into any amount of fine- 

un theorizing at your leisure, but the 
. ain fact is that the very nature of a 
miller’s occupation, its far-reaching in- 
fluence and character, pre-supposes 
honesty of purpose. Whenever a miller 
is led away into the meshes of those 
who would traffic in the food of the na- 
tion through the treacherous medium of 
speculation and combination, he ceases 
to be a miller and becomes an outcast, 
atrade tramp. And ifthe seeker after 
the causes of the stability of trade in 
various lines, and the instability in 
others, searches the whole horizon, 
where will he find any occupation £0 
seldom disturbed by strikes, so free 
from distressing failures, so uniform] 
in close and harmonious touch wit 
its employes? Times of depression 
come in this as in all other busi- 
ness enterprises, temporary clogging of 
the wheels of trade, though seldom 
of long or dangerous duration. It 
would be impossible to search out an 
occupation in which under such annoy- 
ing, even if not at all disastrous, condi- 
tions, the leaders and the smaller deal- 
ers, as well, ail, in fact, who are inter- 
ested, maintain a more stable poise. It 
would be impossible to select another 
line in which the irksomeness of slow 
trade is borne with more patience, where 
capital invested is more considerate, 
where all who are interested respond 
with greater alacrity to every sugges- 
tion of improving conditions. We are a 
very human lot of creatures. ‘lake us 
as we are, we are inore influenced by the 
character of our surroundings, by the 
nature of our occupation, by the thous- 
and and one things which are summed 
up under the one word environment, 
than we would perhaps be willing to 
admit, even if it were peeves to us. 
The man who spends his life in the care 
of flowers may not be by nature any 
more refined than the one who stands 
knee-deep in the blood of the shambles 
and sticks pigs for a living, but the 
ehances are quite in his favor that he 
will lead the gentler life. You may 
figure it out any way you please, bat 
you will find it true, whatever your 
avenue of approach, that the very nature 
of the business in which the miller is 
engaged has its bearing on his char- 
acter. Whoever will seek for the com- 
manding figure in the realm of modern 
trade, to whom greater human interests 
are confided than to any other, need not 
look beyond the man who mills the 
wheat.

(he targer capacity moving last week 
increased the flour output 15,000 bbls. 
The quantity of flour made was 310,895 
bbls, against 374,173 in 1900 and 246,340 
in 1899. This week two less mills are in 
operation, and the output promises to 
approximate 285,000 bbls. Since Satur- 
day the water power has been ample for 
all needs, and restrictions as to its use 
have been removed. This in some de- 
gree assists the miller as it means 
considerably cheaper power for him. 
Friday and Saturday’s advance in 
wheat infused some life into flour, but 
other than Snegmentns sales, it is a 
question if conditions were materially 
improved. Aggregate sales were con- 
siderably larger than the output, but 
some mills booked a good many more 
orders proportionately than did others. 
Buyers wanted flour at old prices and 
too often they got iton that basis. The 
largest business was done Friday and 
Saturday, and with some mills good 
sales were made abroad. Though im- 
porters had reviousl shown a 
disposition to lower bids, the high- 
er foreign wheat market appeared 
to induce them to enter the market and 
pay 8@6d advance in flour over old 
prices. First clear was especially want- 
ed by London and good sales were 
made. Millers that are sold ahead on 
this grade exact that buyers take a 
given quantity of patent with any clear 
placed. The domestic trade was larger 
in volume, but it was not an easy mat- 
ter to do much business and obtain an 
advance in flour equivalent to that in 
wheat. ee directions came in 
rather more freely. 

In the past two days, a fair business 
has been done, a moderate quantity of 
flour being worked for export; but the 
reaction coming so quickly in wheat is 
calculated to check business, Com- 
pared with a weke ago, prices of flour 
are 5@10c higher. 
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Though the Minneapolis flour output 
in Kebruary, 1,050,960 bbls, was about 
350,000 bbls smaller than in February, 
1900, the figures were above the aver- 
age of other years. The foreign ship- 
ments for the month, 353,730 bbls, 
were in a similar position in making 
comparison, as was the output. When 
six months of the crop year are consid- 
ered, it is seen that the mills have made 
considerably less flour than in other 
years, and the same condition is true as 
the volume of flour exported. In the 
period specified, 823,000 bbls less were 
turned out than in 1899-0; 1,367,000 less 
than in 1898-9, and 324,000 less than in 
1897-8. This is accounted for by the poor 
flour trade in the fall, the mills running 
comparatively light at that time. The 
direct foreign shipments in the same six 
months were smaller than in 1899-0 by 
682,000 bbls; smaller than in 1898-9 by 
788,000; smaller than in 1897-8 by 229,000. 
The per cent of the output exported also 
shows up unfavorably and bag oer cee 
the smallness of the foreign business 
done. Forthe six months of the present 
/p year, only 27.06 per cent of the Min- 
‘apolis output was exported, com- 
ared with 33.11 in 1899-0; 32.22 in 1898-9 
d 29.13 in 1897-8. High freights and 
latively lower cost of wheat in other 
narkets, have constituted the chief fac- 
s in the restriction of exports. How- 
r, both of these features have of late 
gely disappeared and a much more 
eful view as to export business, is 
ertained. 


ATERTOWN ROLLER MILLS BURNED. 


he mill Reoper of the plant of W. H. 
kes at Watertown, S. D., burned on 
night of March 14. The mill was a 
ime structure and was surrounded by 
> engine and boiler houses, and three 
varehouses. Of these, the mill and two 
irehouses were destroyed. In the 
irned buildings were about 40,000 bus 
heat, 20,000 bbls flour, millfeed, bags, 
‘c., and only partial insurance was 
irried on this property. A heavy 
torm, in progress at the time, had in- 
‘uced the taking in of about 15,000 bus 
f wheat which under ordinary circum- 
tances would not have been there. 
Mr. Stokes estimates his loss at fully 
100,000 with $52,500 insurance. A good 
leal of the insurance was in mutuals as 
‘follows: Millers’ National, $8,000; Mill- 
ers’ & Manufacturers’, $6,500; Michigan 
Millers’, $8,000; Iowa Millers’, $5,000; 
“cnnsylvania Millers’, $2,000. M. 
Reynolds is now at Watertown adjust- 
ing the loss, 
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Further than that the fire started in 
the basement, nothing is known as to 
its origin. The mill was running at the 
time and seven men were about the 
building when the alarm was given. 


Though the plant was vided with an 
excellent water supply, ho pressure 
could be secured, and by the time that 


water was forthcoming from the cit 
water works, the fire had gained suc 
headway that nothing could be dene be- 
peas saving contiguous buildings. The 
ne steam plant and building were 
saved with nominal damage, The loss 
is sens @ severe one for Mr. Stokes, and 
while he possesses ample means, he has 
reached no decision as to rebuilding. 
The mill was of 500 bbls capacity and 
was one of the best plants in the north- 
west. Only last fall Mr. Stokes ex- 
pended a considerable sum upon it in 
making substantial improvements.

The northwest is still 
taking a good deal of feed, and witha 
heavy snowstorm now in progress, may 
continue in that position for some little 
time. .Red-dog is showing marked 
strength and derives it mainly from dc- 
mestic trade. Foreign markets are out 
of line by about 6d, and practically none 
is being worked for export.

FLAX AND ITS PRODUOTS. 


“It is stated that a total of 2,000,000 bus 
of Argentina flaxseed bas been bought 
for delivery in New York. 

Prime cottonseed meal in 100-lb sacks 
is quotable in Boston at $24.25@24.50 per 
ton and linseed oil meal at $26@26.25 per 
ton. 

A cable tothe Chicago Board of Trade 
gives flaxseed shipments from aa 
tina last week at ,000, against 000 
the prévious week. 

A chemical test of Argentina flaxseed 
made for the New York Oil & Drug Re- 
porter shows a yield of 39.03 per cent in 
oil as compared with average yields in 
former years of about 38 per cent from 
Chicago No. 1 northwestern seed, 

Portland, Oré,, correspondence: There 
will be considerable flax raised on the 
Nez Perces Indian reservation in Idaho 
this year, and in fact all through that 
portion of Idaho, as the farmers did ex- 
ceptionally well with the crop last year. 

John Bannon, who operates a smal! 
oil mill at Grand Forks, N. D., is re- 
ported to have been on the Pacific coast 
competing with the American Linseed 
Co.’s mill at Portland, Ore. He is rep- 
resented to have secured liberal orders 
for its products. 
~ A bill has been introduced in the Min- 
nesota legislature which provides that 
any linseed oil that on a test shows an 
evaporation of 2 per cent will be desig- 
nated as ‘tadulterated.’’ This measure 
is designed to shut out oil that is defi- 
cient in quality und has the support of 
local mill men. It stands a very good 
chance of becoming a law. 

The belief obtains in elevator circles 

that the acreage sown to flaxseed in 
North Dakota and northern Minnesota 
this year will even exceed that of 1900, 
when it was double that of 1899. Owing 
to the scarcity and high cost of perfect 
seed, fear is entertained that farmers 
may sow inferior flaxseed. In this con- 
nection, some experienced men argue 
that though seed may not be perfect, hav- 
ing been damaged after reaching matu- 
rity, if it will germinate good flax can be 
produced from it. Of course the point 
as to whether or not it will germinate as 
fully as would perfect seed is obviously 
most important. Under all conditions 
a change of seed is advocated, and some 
elevator companies may procure Argen- 
tine seed for sowing in their territory. 
. The American Linseed Co. is not oper- 
ating any of its tbree mills in Minneap- 
olis, and ot | not operate them until the 
new crop. The company is reported to 
have oil and offalon hand snfficient to 
eupely the trade radiating from this 
point and cares to make no more, The 
Argentine flaxseed now arriving in New 
York is largely, if not altogether, for 
the American company and will be 
crushed at its new and modern plant of 
84 presses on Staten Island. On account 
of the old established brands now con- 
trolled by the American company, New 
York City oil commands about be per 
gallon mvure than does western oil, and 
this farnishes inducement for pushing 
local oil rather than western, upon which 
the freight is heavy.

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Milling Tests of Wheat and Flour.

Although the comparative baking test 
is of great value, and was, for a number 
of years, in advance of ali other tests 
used by millers, itis now but part of a 
system. ‘Two other pee of the system 
are as important and at times likely to 
be even more valuable than the baking 
test, namely, the testing of wheat before 
grinding, and the partial analysis of 
flour. 

The mills used for grinding samples 
of wheat appear to be little more than 
toys, though, in fact, they are built for 
business and are mechanical beauties. 
They contain one pair of rolls, and the 
one in the Pillsbury testing room is 
operated by electricity. The bolting is 
done by band, the cloths forming the 
bottoms of two drawers under the rolls. 
A small sample of wheat can be ground 
and bolted in two or three minutes; 
then it is ready for ‘testing. This is 
port of the daily work in the testing 
rooms. Samples of the wheat for the 
dsxy’s grinding are brought from each 
of the mills to the testing rooms every 
morning, where they are first closely 
inspected by the man in charge, and 
then ground. The flour is washed out 
for gluten, and the gluten compared 
w.th the standard for color, and weighed 
for quantity. Then it is baked for qual- 
itv. If it is found that the wheat varies 
from the standard, the matter ia at once 
reported to the manager of the company 
and to the head miller, so that the cor- 
rection can be made before the wheat 
gets to the rolls. In this way the results 
are practically guaranteed beforehand 
for each day’s output. 

Kollowing the wheat test, the flour 
made from the wheat in the mills is 
tested. A preliminary test for color is 
made in the dry state, then a certain 
amount is carefully weighed out and 
doughed up and compared with the 
standard for color. This sample must 
absorb a vertain amount of water—not 
too much nor too little—and the color 
and strength must be correct. An im- 
portant test and one which is an addi- 
tional check on the head millers is for 
moisture. This is a regular part of the 
system. Samples of flour are weighed 
on delicate scales, then placed in a min- 
iature oven made for the purpose and 
heated toa certain temperature. After 
the length of time fixed upon as a stand- 
ard, these samples are again weighed, 
the difference between the first and 
second weighte of course representing 
the amount of moisture contained in the 
flour. If this amount varies from the 
percentage adopted as a standard, the 
millers have put too muck moisture on 
their wheat; and this test is a check on 
them. If by any possibility a car of 
damp wheat should get into the mill, it 
would be detected in this way before 
the flour had reached the packing room, 
and of course would not be permitted to 
go out on orders. 

After the other tests mentioned, the 
regular comparative baking test is be- 
gun. Two baking tests are made daily. 
The dough is prepared for the first one 
at 8o’clock, from flour made at7 o’clock. 
The afternoon baking is from flour made 
at ll o’clock. In the forenoon, after the 
dough has been placed in the baking- 
pans, it is permitted to ferment until 
ll o’clock. Then it is baked for 45 min- 
utes, and the loaves placed on a table 
to cool. After weighing and taking their 
measurement for comparison with the 
Standard, they are ready for cutting, 
which is at about 1 o’clock. Here is 
Where the full value of the ‘tcompara- 
tive” partof the system comes into play.

other, primarily but with a loaf made 
from the standard flour. None of the 
millers knows which loaf itis as the 
face the long easel upon which their 
own loaves are laid for inspection. 

They must select the best loaf from 
the lot, judging it by all the tests of the 
miller—color, form, porosity and so on. 
They must mark all the loaves, also, as 
to their relative merit. Their jadgment 
is rendered by the Australian ballot sys- 
tem, no one else knowing how the 
voted. Thus, it will be seen, the mill- 
ers pass upon their own bread with ab- 
solutely no knowledge of which is their 
own, which is their neighbor’s, which is 
the mysterious standard loaf up to which 
their own should measure. : 

The inspector has received flour from 
the mills at an early hour in the morn- 
ing. The miller, of course, believes he 
has bis blend and his grades in just the 
right proportion to — the stand- 
ard; or, at least, that he approached it to 
an almost exact degree. hen he faces 
the loaves at the afternoon meeting he 
faces just what he has been doing,—they 
will not argue for or against him, the 
will simply tell him the whole trut 
about his grinding and he can then cor- 
rect his former judgment, or feel grati- 
fied that he is endorsed. 

The color test in this company is in- 
teresting. Mr. Foster has prepared ap- 
rbot for this, on the model of an 

nglish tester, which he finds more sat- 
isfactory. It consists of an ingenious 
combination of colored glasses, which 
slide into a tube looking much like an 
ordinary laboratory microscope. These 
glasses have been so graduated and 
toned that they present precisely the 
standard of color which has been estab- 
lished by the company for their flour 
when itis wet up. ‘his standard is for 
two years’ time and the colors are not 
changed until the expiration of that pe- 
riod and not then unless, for one reason 
or another, it seems best. The wetted 
flour smoothed out upon a piece of glass 
and giving the different flours, is passed 
below the color glasses and instantly 
any change in hue can be detected. The 
instrument is called a tintometer. 

In one room the inspector has a com- 
plete milling and wheat testing plant in 
miniature. In case it is desired thata 
test be made of a certain wheat, which 
may be ofa fine quality but somewhat 
dirty, a quart of it is placed in a scour- 
ing machine of approved pattern, and, 
after it has passed through the polish- 
ing process, it comes out as clean and 
millable as though it had been run 
through a regular cleaner in the main 
mills. From the cleaner to the mill it- 
self is but a step and soon the quart of 
wheat is converted into flour, ground 
with all due attention to necessary de- 
tails, bolted systematically by machin- 
ery and soon. The inspector can then 
determine the quality of the flour which 
the dirty wheat will make and can make 
a decision at once whether or not it will 
come up to the standard. If it does it 
may be sparingly used to blend with 
other wheat, but if it does not, no mat- 
ter how well it cleans up, it is barred 
from entrance to the mill. 

For a number of years this company 
has been testing wheat as to its milling 
qualities—that is to say, it has taken the 
wheat as a basis and by a method of its 
own, is enabled to tell precisely how 
much flour a given amount of wheat 
will make. In this way the company 
is its own inspector and, by the method 
used, itcan determine how much flour 
a certain official grade of wheat will 
make, irrespective of the grain inspec- 
tion rating. 

An interesting feature of the gluten 
testing in this mill is the double gluten 
baking tube which is another of the in- 
spector’s inventions. All the usual tests 
for gluten are followed out, and, in addi- 
tion, Mr. Foster has an instrument con- 
sisting of double copper tube, or, rath- 
er, two tubes set alongside on the same 
base. When there is need of a test as 
to two flours under consideration, the 

luten from each is placed in the tubes. 

Sach tube is given precisely the same 
heat, and as they are fast upon the same 
standard, there is no possibility of any 
variation. When the baking is con- 
cluded, the value of the two, or the rela- 
tion of the two to each other, and, also, 
the relation to the standard of the com- 
pany, can at once be determined. 

On the sutject of the gluten test, Mr. 
Foster believes that there is really only 
one wholly satisfactory method. That 
is, to weigh out the flours to be tested 
by the ounce before any washing for 
gluten. He holds that to wash out flour 
and take equal quantities of gluten 
from the flours to be compared with each 
other or with the standard of the com- 
pany does not give so satisfactory a 
test as to first weigh out an ounce of the 
flour, wash the gluten out, and proceed 
in the same manner with the other flour. 
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In this way, each flour stands on pre- 
cisely the same footing as to gluten ex- 
pansion, 

The laboratories are fitted up with 
elaborate a gama sony for carrying all 
the essentia features,—distillation 
plant, evaporating oven, furnace for de- 
termination of ash, baking ovens, and 
so on. 

Four tests per day of the flour then 
grinding are made in the laboratory, and 
a test is made every hour by the mill- 
ers in the mills. Asa test is made very 
early in the morning, the millers can be 
informed before the work of the day 
bas progressed whether or not there is 
anything needing correction,—it is not 
necessary to wait until the next day to 
know whether or not there is anything 
wrong. 

In this way the millers have a definite 
report on their flour every morning. 
When they come to the 3 o’clock con- 
ference they Can then see that the bak- 
ing, the final test, bears out the morn- 
ing’s réport. Naturally, both time and 
money are saved by this plan, for if it 
were necessary to wait for the ultima- 
tum of the inspector until the day fol- 
lowing the test, the grinding which had 
filled in the intervening time might be 
found faulty at some point so that the 
flour did not measure up to the stand- 
ard; whereupon the output for the day 
would have been weighed in the balance 
and found wanting. Mr. Foster is sup- 
plied, of course, with a fine microscope 
and this sometimes invaluable adjunct 
of modern scientific milling is always 
at hand to render its impartial verdict 
on any point in question. 

The more intimately one studies the 
work of the milling tests of wheat and 
flour, the more one is impressed not 
only with the importance of the work to 
the public in insuring a stable and high 


grade of output, but of the earnestness — 


of the milling companies in their en- 
deavor to keep their flour always up to 
the high standard which their wares 
maintain in the markets of the world. 





Michigan 
[Special Correspondence.] 


The past few days have brought a wel- 
come change to the flour situation here 
and the future has taken on a look of 
brightness not known for several weeks. 
The early days of the past week looked 
dark enough, especially so to those 
engaged in the export trade for there 
was nothing at all doing in that line. 
There is nothing doing still, but there 
are indications that the foreigner will 
be along soon, as he is taking wheat 
more freely and seldom takes wheat 
without some of the product being in 
demand at the same time. The big im- 
provement in the trade comes from the 
east and south and the volume of the 
demand is quite encouraging. The New 
England states had refrained from buy- 
ing for a long time and millers here be- 
lieve it will take a lut of flour to rein- 
state the depleted stocks. Millers find 
it necessary just now to be very careful 
in making sales for future delivery 
based on the present high price of feed 
and low price of wheat. The former is 
likely to take a drop any day of a dol- 
lar or two and the latter looks much like 
moving in an upward direction. Com- 
ing one at a time a loss to the miller 
might result, but both coming at once 
might prove disastrous. Local trade has 
been good and all that is wanted now 
is a renewal of the foreign demand to 
make business all that the millers could 
desire. All the Detroit mills are still 
running full capacity, but some of the 
state mills are down owing to the light 
demand for flour early in the week. 
Winter wheat flour prices have not been 
changed. The week’s receipts of flour 
were 5,100 bbls, compared with 4,400 the 
week before and receipts 4,600 bbls, com- 
pared with 2,700 the week before.

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Secretary of State Warner talks of 
bringing suit against the National Bis- 
cuit Co. for $27,500 for the privilege of 
doing business in Michigan. The bak- 
ing trust has several factories here, but 
has never paid a franchise fee. 


THE MARKETS. 


Wheat—There has been a great deal of 
improvenient in the wheat market re- 
cently. It began when the government 
report was published and has since been 
gathering strength. The idea had - 
vailed that there was an almost endless 
supply of wheat in the country, but the 
figures recently put out by the govern- 
ment and private statisticians go a long 
way in the direction of proving this to 
be a fallacy. It is now believed that 
when the new crop comes to a market 
there will be less old wheat than usual 
on hand. This change of belief has had 
a strengthening effect on the market 
and, during the last two days, there 
was quite an increase in activity. The 
gain, so far, has been largely in specu- 
lative trading, for the millers have not 
been taking much wheat from store, 
but with the increase in the demand for 
flour, there is likely to be a more lively 
movement. Receipts were 33 cars, com- 
pared with 36 the week before and 22a 
year ago. The leading option shows an 
advance of %c for the week and closing 
quotations are, for cash red, 8044c; May, 
82%c; July, 80%c; No. 1 white, 80%c; 
No. 1 northern, 79c. 

Corn—The market is firm, owing to 
the strength in Chicago, but there is 
next to nothing doing here, receipts 
seeking the higher markets. The price 
is up 4%@%c and the close was firm. 
Receipts were 30 cars, compared with 25 
the week before and 23 a year ago. No. 
2is quoted at 42c and No.2 yellow at 
42%c. 

Oats—There has been a good demand 
the market rules steady, with no 
change in quotations. Receipts were 27 
cars, those of last week 22 and of a year 
ago 16. No.2 white are quoted at 29%c 
and No. 3 white at 29c, 

Rye—Market lifeless and unchanged 
at 54c for No. 2. 

Clover Seed—Trading at reduced 
prices has been active. The price ad- 
vanced 10c, but is still 10c under that of 
last week. Prime seed is quoted at 
$6.60@6.70 and No. 2 at $6.107@6.30. 

Beans—The market is lifeless and 
prices almost the same as last reported. 
Cash beans are offered at $1.83, April at 
$1.78 and May at $1.75. 

Barley—Quiet and easy at $1.16 per 100 
lbs for the best receipts. 

Millfeed—The demand is well sus- 
tained and most of the mills find it al- 
most impossible to meet the wants of 
their customers. Prices are, for bran 
and coarse middlings, $17; fine mid- 
dlings, $18; cracked corn and coarse 
cornmeal, $15.50; corn and oat crop, 
$14.50 per ton in car lots. 

Brewers’ Supplies—The demand is 
moderate, but there is a strong tone in 
the market. Prices are, for coarse grits, 
95c per 100 lbs in car lots; medium, 90c; 
fine, 85c; brewers’ meal, 35¢; white corn 
flour, $1.05. 

Cereal Goods—The market is moder- 
ately active and quite firm. The de- 
mand is nearly all local, scarcely any 
exporting being done excepting in 
white corn goods. Prices are, for 
rolled oats, $3.25 per bbl in car lots, 
wood; rolled wheat, $2.50; yellow gran- 
ulated meal, $2.15; yellow cream meal, 
2.05; white granulated meal, $2.35; white 
cream meal, $2.15; white corn flour, 
$2.45. Usual discount for paper and jute.

Bucket-shops received another hard 
blow last week in the courts of Chicago. 
In the appellate court Thursday a de- 
cision in the Christie-Street Commis- 
sion Co. case, sustained a ruling made 
previously by Judge Tuley that a buck- 
et-shop, being an illegal business, has 
no standing in the courts and that the 
securing of the quotations of the Chica- 
go Board of Trade cannot be consum- 
mated by or through the courts. Re- 
cently the board of trade lost its case 
against the Central Stock Exchange, 
and the decision just rendered in the 
appellate court, it is believed, will re- 
sultina similar ruling. The Christie- 
Street Commission Co., of Kansas City 
entered its suit just after the Board of 
Trade took up its ee ge against 
bucket-shops by shutting off its quota- 
tions. Judge Sears, of the appellate 
court, in reviewing the case, said ‘'It 
is established that the quotations of the 
Board of Trade are impressed with a 
public interest, but it does not follow 
that a court of equity will lend its aid 
to acriminal enterprise by compelling 
the Board of Trade to furnish quota- 
tions for such use.”’

Rudolph Brand, one of the leading 
stockholders in the Silver Flake Cereal 
Co., owners of the corn mill in this city 
that bas been idle for a few weeks, said 
Thursday that if their property was not 
sold within a short time, it would be 
placed in operation again by his com- 
pany. Whom the manager will be 
should the mill start, Mr. Brand said he 
could not at this time state. 

The Armour Grain Co., of Chicago, 
with a capital of $1,000,000 was incorpo- 
rated last week. The officers are: Pres- 
ident, A. I. Valentine; vice-president, 





George E. Marcy; second vice-president, 
E. M. Higgins; secretary and treasurer 
E,. A. James and assistant secretary an 
treasurer, C. W. Dingham. This change 
is made, according to one of the officers 
to keep apart the grain department of 
Armour & Co. from its other business. 
The general interests are the same as 
heretofore. 

The verdict in the case of Durand & 
Kasper Co., wholesale grocers, against 
the Sibley Warehouse Co., for damages 
from chemicals on flour stored in the 
defendants’ warehouse, was announced 
Monday. - The plaintiffs are allowed 
full damages for the difference in the 
original cost of the flour after adding 
thereto the storage, interest, etc., and the 
price which the flour brought, namely, 
$2 per bbl. An appeal was taken and a 
hearing was set for Friday, but the 
judge, after hearing the defendants’ ar- 
guments, asked that the attorney sub- 
mit his arguments in writing. 

B. A. Eckhart of the Eckhart & Swan 
Milling Co. has purchased the interest 
of Mrs. Frances B. Swan in the Eckhart 
& Swan Milling Co., the total consider- 
ation being ,000. By this transac- 
tion a partnership has been closed that 
dated back to 1874,the transfer of the 
property by Mrs. Swan being due to 
the death of her husband whose health, 
prior to his death a few weeks ago, was 
such that he made his home in Califor- 
nia and did not of late years take an 
active part in the management of the 
mill. The interest which Mr. Eckhart 
purchased consists of eight or nine 
je ype yy chief among which are the 
mill and elevator located on Carroll 
avenue, the old mill property at 66-72 
Canal street, that was converted into a 
wholesale tinware house, and other 
well invested properties. This transac- 
tion is unquestionably one of the largest 
recorded in milling circles in some 
time. 

CEREALS AND MILLFEED. 

Chicago millers are somewhat inde- 
pendent just now, owing to having 
made sales of millfeed much in excess 
of their present production. Bran is still 
held and can be sold to the trade here 
at $15@15.25 per ton bulk for shipment. 
Standard middlings bring about the 
same price. For future shipment, $15 
has been pany for bulk bran for ship- 
ment the first half of April. 

White Fg ae rye flour is held here at 
$2.60@2.70 jute, with a fair demand. 

David Oliver, Jr., Joliet, Ill., who has 
been announced as secretary of the new 
Great Western Cereal Co., says that there 
is nothing as yet to report relative to 
the deal. He writes: ‘'Things seem to 
be moving along very nicely, but I can- 
not state as to when any definite point 
will be reached. As to the location of 
the ge offices, can only say that 
this has not been determined upon as 
yet as far as I know.”’

Flour locally has not responded to the 
improvement in wheat as yet, as regards 
either price or demand; on the contrary, 
it shows a tendency to drag and sa 
with the least provocation as a result o 
unprofitable competition. Some mills 
are offering flour at cost for the sake of 
the money that is in the feed or offal, 
but the trade sees ree | in buying 
and is content to hold off and take 
chances. While spring wr yee of the 
standard grade could be had mid-week 
as low as $3.95, dealers simply shook 
their heads and begged to be excused. 
The same reception is accorded to all 
offerings, for, with the exception of an 
occasional purchase to meet some ur- 
gent requirement, there is practically 
no demand for anything on the list. 
Special brands in instances which have 
been held above the market found 
takers early in the week at concessions, 
but, pest speaking, the disinclina- 
tion to trade has been pronounced. The 
truth of the matter is that the jobbers, 
who as arule are carrying large stocks 
and fearing a decline, are anxious to 
unload their er instead of adding 
to them. This, with the competition 
which has for its object the elimination 
of the jobber, is responsible for the 
present unsatisfactory condition of the 
market. However, a sharp advance at 
this jancture would greatly improve the 
situation. Sales for the week were un- 
usually light and confined to car lots of 
8 ring patent at $3.85@4, spring straight 
at $3.75@3.85, spring clear at $2.85(a3, 
Kansas hard wheat patent at $3.75@3.90, 
Kansas hard wheat ys at $3.60@ 
3.75, winter patent at $3.80@3.95, winter 
straight at $3.30@3.45, winter clear at 
$3.15(@3.30 and winter extra at $2.50@8. 
Mill limits at the close are generally 
higher with wheat, but as yet there is 
no disposition whatever to trade at the 
advance. In fact, it is doubtful if much 
could be done even at old prices so de- 
void of enthusiasm are all the buyers.

THE LONDON LANDING CLAUSE. 


The following preamble and resolu- 
tions were adopted by the board of di- 
rectors of the Baltimore Chamber of 
Commerce at its regular meeting on 
March 11: 

Whereas, The steamship lines operat- 
ing between the Atlantic ports of the 
United States and London have inserted 
in their bills of lading certain clauses 
detrimental to the shipping interests of 
America, the effect of which is to penal- 
ize many American products, be it ~ 

Resolved, That this chamber views 
with displeasure, and protests against 
the action of shipowners in inserting 
special clauses in bills of lading, where- 
by charges are imposed on goods in 
contravention of acts of a 
which were supposed to safeguard free 
delivery on all products entering the 
port of London, and suggests that the 
rate of freight should include all charges 
incidental to the delivery of American 
goods on to quay or into craft; and fur- 
thermore, be it 

Resolved, That this chamber favors 
an amendment to the Harter Act of 1893, 
which shall restrain ship owners from 
inserting in their bills of lading any 
clauses, the effect of which is to penal- 
ize American goods in contravention 
of the laws of the countries into which 
such products are shipped.

The United Kingdom, owing to 
the proposed import duty for raising 
revenues to meet war expenses, wantec 
immediate shipments, for which it was 
willing to pay a good premium. The 
continent, on the er band, was not so 
particular, taking in most cases the rel- 
atively cheaper deliveries. However, 
the limited supply of contract wheat, 
both here and coming, restricted busi- 
ness to much smaller proportions than 
it would have been otherwise. Freight 
engagements for the week were good 
of both berth room and steamers, about 
evenly divided between the two and for 
wheat, corn and oats.

A most important os for western 
flour exporters was quietly consum- 
mated recently, whereby all-risk insur- 
ance will be granted from New Orleans 
by insurance underwriters. This feat- 
ure will be permanent and came about 
by the shipowners agreeing in writing, 
to protect the insurance underwriters 
against certain ie on ship board. 
Until the steamship lines did agree to 
be responsible for their own careless- 
ness if was quite right that the insur- 
ance company should refuse to grant 
all-risk insurance. It is believed that 
this action on the part of the steamship 
lines sounds the death knell of the old 
and obnoxious free-of-particular-aver- 
age insurance, from both New Orleans 
and Galveston, as it is quite likely that 
a similar arrangement for the benefit of 
Galveston as a gateway, will soon be 
agreed upon. Under the present ar- 
rangement it ought to develop proper 
flour handling by the steamship lines 
out of New Orleans. No more loadin 
on green-lumber, bacon or cotton see 
procneany more protection against water 
eakage; better ship ventilation and a 
little common-sense consideration, all- 
round, for handling, storing and pro- 
tecting flour on ship board. he steam- 
ships now propose to pay for improper 
eye which they should do. The 
', P. A. clause, so conducive to damage, 
and disputes between miller and con- 
signee should become a thing of the 
past at all American ports.

A sort of 
blind pool to bull the market was turned 
loose and after the gong tap Friday it is 
asserted that trades amounting to balf 
a million bushels were transacted be- 
fore the pit Gould be cleared. 


McReynolds & Co., of Chicago, who 
control the Rodgers elevator in St. 
Louis, are rapidly becoming a more ex- 
tensive factor in the grain trade of St. 
Louis. This commpeny has let the con- 
tract for a 1,000, bu elevator in East 
St. Louis at the terminus of the Mobile 
& Ohio railway now part of the Southb- 
ern railway system. It is claimed that 
the new elevator will be a model in 
equipment and construction with river 
facilities. McReynolds & Co. have an 
excellent reputation as cash handlers of 
grain, for accurate weights and reliable 
en dae something a little rare in St. 

ouis just now. 

The cost of manufacturing barrels 
changes frequently, when cooperage 
stock takes a boom, and on the other 
hand cotton packages at the present 
time show a considerable range in price 
because of several different grades in 
use by the various millers. Probably 
the inside price for the cost of manufac- 
ture for a flour barrel of standard quali- 
ty in this a 30c and a fair price 
on an average is . Millers using the 
best grade of jute and cotton sacks (#8- 
lbs) declare that 20c under wood is the 
best possible basis for their quotations. 
Investigating present conditions, mak- 
ing slight allowance for the variation in 
the costof flour barrels and also in the 

rades of cotton ge it is found 
that the millers are divided on this 

oint. They make prices in jute and 98- 
b cotton packages in some instances 
20c less than in barrels and in others 25c 
less. This is mainly due to the kind of 
cotton packages used. For 49-lb cotton 
the differential is generally 15c; 24%-lb, 
10c; and 12%-lb, the same as wood. 


St. Louis grain handlers attempted a 
good deal last week in the way of bet- 
terment of methods. A petition to the 
general freight agents of the Southern 
roads was presented by a committee of 
grain men, asking that three-fourths of 
le per 100 Ibs, be allowed the grain 
dealers for transferring and weighing 
grain through public and private ele- 
vators in St. Louis and East St. Louis. 
This will give dealers the privilege of 
sacking grain at the elevators during 
the transferring of the grain, the ele- 
vators ag agreed to such an ar- 
rangement. his is expected to in- 
crease the movement in bulk grain. 
The newly organized grain dealers’ 
association also proposes to take cer- 
tain measures to prevent grain thefts 
from cars. It is expected that the 
municipal council will provide an in- 
spector of scales and weights, so that 
uniformly accurate results will be at- 
tained under the direction of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. One of the most im- 

ortant recommendations the commit- 
ee made was in reference to paying the 
charges for wei bing grain. t urged 
that all receiv og ouses discontinue 
allowing any weighing charges or show- 
ing the same in their accounts of sales 
but that all weighing charges be paid 
by the buyers. At present the shipper 
of grain to St. Louis is compelled to 
pay the charge of weighing, and it is 
always charged to his account by the 
commission firm handling his grain for 
him. The receivers believe that by 
compelling the buyers to pay the weigh- 
ing charges more country shippers 
would be induced to send their grain to 
St. Louis, the relief from the weighing 
charges acting as a bonus. 
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INSURANCE AND FREIGHT NOTES, 


Insurance rates have undergone some 
changes recently which are soon to be 
announced by insurance underwriters 
as effective. The changes, based in 
cents on the $100 value, show a reduc- 
tion of 10c at Portland, Me., the rate be- 
ing fixed at 5c over the Boston insur- 
ance rate or 60c to United Kingdom 
ports, on ferred lines. 

. The additional 10c and lic, temporari- 
ly effective from Montreal to Bristol 
has been taken off. 

The changes of most interest to the 
millers of this territory are those of 
New Orleans. A reduction of 10c has 
been made to the Elder-Dempster line 
(London,) the Harrison line (Liverpool) 
and Leyland West Indian line. The 
tate to the Cuban Hne (London) has 
been reduced from $2 to $1.10.

MILLFEED. 

The highest market for millfeed pre- 
vails, and the most urgent demand, 
since 1891 when, on March 25, good soft 
wheat bran sold in Boston at .50 per 
ton, delivered. The corn market at that 
time time ranged around 75c. The pres- 
ent advances in corn and the shortage 
of feed supplies threaten a future 
panicky market. Quotations f. o. b. 
east track are: St. Louis bran in large 
sacks, 78@80c; western hard wheat bran, 
nominally 78c. Mixed feed and mid- 
dlings are quotable at bran prices, but 
bran is in best demand and millers find 
trouble in getting as much for mid- 
dlings as for good bran.

The flour market has undergone few 
changes since last review. ceipts 
have been somewhat larger, amounting 
to 39,041 bbls from the interior of the 
state, 4,045 from Oregon and Washing- 
ton. The week’s output lucally has 
amounted to about 5,500 bbls. Exports 
were 38,548 bbls, 24,600 of which are des- 
tined to Cork, for orders, on the Sainte 
Anne.

The wheat market has shown more 
life during the last day or two. Spot 
No. 1lfor shipping has advanced from 
95c per cental to 964% @97kc. The scarci- 
ty of vessels, however, works against 
an active buying movement. There are 
six vessels in port, chartered for grain, 
and three of those are nearly loaded. 
In the disengaged list there are but two 
suitable for grain carrying vessels. 
So, unless more arrive soon, there will 
be little opportunity to sell wheat ex- 
cept for milling purposes. Millers are 
paying 98%4c@1.08% per cental.

It is claimed that the manner 
of purchasing the barley there nets such 
good profit to the purchaser and such 
se 4 profit to the California, shipper, 
hat it is better to sell it here for what it 
is worth. The north, however, is a good 
customer in this market. 

The British bark Eulomene, now on 
Puget sound, has been ordered to this 

ort in ballast to load wheat for United 

ingdom on owners’ account; G. W. 
MecNear will do the loading. Thisisa 
strange move on the —_ of shippers, 
and its purpose is rather obscure, un- 
less it means that wheat in the north is 
not so plentiful as it has been. 

The keen competition for the trade of 
Mexico and Central America has caused 
enormous reductions in freight and 
passenger rates from this port. There 
are at present five lines of steamers, all 

oing as far as Panama, and one touch- 
ng Mexican ports. The Pacific Mail 
Co., the oldest of the five, bas had its 
trade diminished considerably and has 
at last resorted to the introduction of a 
rate war. Freight rates, which have 
hitherto ranged from $6 to $12 per ton, 
have been reduced to $3. Passenger 
rates, which were formerly $100 first- 
class, and $50 steerage, with a war tax 
of $6 and $3, have been reduced to $50 
and $25, with a war tax of $3 and $1. The 
other lines will be compelled to tollow 
suit, and further cuts may be looked for.

Eagle Roller Mill Co., New Ulm, 
Minn: ‘'The spurt in wheat was pro- 
ductive of bringing in some new orders, 
but at old figures. There is nothing in 
the situation that would warrant us to 
be jabilant over future business; it 
promises to stay in the same old rut for 
some time. First and second clears aie 
in excellent demand; also feed. Receipts 
of wheat here and at our elevators are 
ample for grinding purposes.”’ 
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There ie considerable improvement in 
the flour trade. Last week’s advance in 
wheat prices with seeming strength in 
the general situation was echoed mod- 
— though with surprising prompt- 
ness, in certain lines of the fiour trade, 
much to the encouragement of millers. 
Should the wheat market make a show 
of coutinued firmness this week millers 
believe that flour business will vastly 
improve. Sales have been light for all 
of 10 weeks and it is believed that stocks 
of Kansas flour as well as purchases for 
shipment are light at all markets where 
the flour is a factor. A good many mill- 
ers hold good-sized stocks of wheat 
whose cost is about represented by the 
present price, and if there should be any 
considerable display of interest by 
buyers millers would respond readily 
at any sort of reasonable agreement on 
the price. Though hopeful of better 
prices the hope is not so strong but 
what they would sell freely for deferred 
shipment at prices giving a profit. Ca- 
bles last week came in at a slight ad- 
vance and millers showed their ap- 

reciation by increased acceptances. 

he total of new sales showed a good 
increase over that of any week in the 
past month or more. There were: sales 
at 2ls 3d to low-rate ports and consider- 
able business passed at a basis of 2ls 
3d@2is 6d c. i. f. London for straights. 
There were fewer of the extremely low 
bids such as some that have been com- 
ing along offering no more than 20s 6d 
London. Clears are rather active at 
varying prices from 18s 6d to 1s and 
even 2s higher. Market letters re- 
ceived from the other side written ten 
days or two weeks ago are uniformly 
without encouragement but the cables 
belie them. Eastern trade shows some 
improvement and there was toward the 
close of the week both renewed inquiry 
and freer shipping directions. Middle 
states showed somewhat more interest 
and the southeast and south did not 
contribute any bad news. Prices here 
are nut quotably changed but with the 
wheat advance millers are inclined to 
hold more firmly. The output contin- 
ues unchanged with half to three-fourths 
time being averaged both by mills in 
Kansas and those here.

Oregon 


[Special Correspondence.] 


If the government estimates on wheat 
in farmers’ hands were as far out of the 
way for the rest of the states as they 
were for Oregon and Washington, they 
are of small value. The total amount 
of wheat (except at tidewater) in ware- 
houses, in mills and in farmers’ hands 
on March 1, 1901, in Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Idaho, was but 10,5v0,000 bus 
not one-half of which was in farmers’ 
hands. Government estimates on the 
crop of the two states for 1900 were from 
5,000,000 to 10,000,000 bus too high. 
Stocks at Portland on March 1 were 
2,300,000 bus; at Tacoma, 1,500,000, and 
at Seattle 250,000. Since that date, 800,000 
bus have been ee from Portland, 
and 300,000 from Tacoma and Seattle. 
There is tonnage enough in Portland to 
carry away 1,000,000 bus by April 1, and 
from Tacoma and Seattle, 500,000 addi- 
tional will be shipped hy Aprill. After 
that date, it will — see stiff 
prices to induce anything like a free 
selling movement in wheat. 


NOTES. 

President T. B. Wilcox of the Port- 
land Flouring Mills Co. left last even- 
ing for southern California on a pleas- 
ure trip. 

W. J. Burns, managing partner for 
Balfour, Guthrie & Co., will leave for 
San Francisco next week to take charge 
of the company’s business in that city. 
His place in Portland will be taken by 
Mr. Alexander Baillie, at present man- 
ager of the Tacoma house of Balfour, 
Gathrie & Co. 

The first ships of the November grain 
fleet have just commenced showing up 
off the shores of Ireland. The Sirius 
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arrived at Queenstown yesterday, - 128 
days out, and the Dalcairnie passed 
Kinsdale the same day, 127 days out. 
This is very even sailing over a 17,0v0- 
mile course. 

The British bark Comliebank started 
seaward this morning with 129,240 bus 
of wheat on board, which she had re- 
ceived in 17% hours. On Tuesday 29,986 
sacks, weighing 1,804 long tons, were 

laced aboard the vessel in nine hours. 

his is the quickest work that has been 
done here this season. 

There will be several thousand acres 
of new wheat land cropped this year in 
what is known as the Horse Heaven 
country lying on a high bluff along the 
Columbia river. Vast tracts of this 
land have been sold by the railroad 
company at about $2 per acre. The 
land is good but usually suffers from a 
lack of water. :In spite of this draw- 
back, it is saidto be good for an aver- 
age yield of 15 bus to the acre, and in 
wet seasons this can be increased to 4) 
bus per acre. 

The flour trade continues light. With 
high prices demanded for wheat anc 
marked concessions necessary in order 
to work any business in the Orient,there 
is only a moderate amount of business 
doing. What little has been done lately 
has been on the basis of about $2.45 pe: 
barrel in sacks, and even at this figure, 
orders are scarce. An agent of a Chi- 
nese firm ‘is aren Rete through the 
northwest, and talking of making con- 
tracts for several hundred thousand bar 
rels, but thus far has closed but few 
deals. 

Fine weather continues throughou' 
the entire wheat belt of the Pacific 
northwest, and the middle of March 
never found the growing crop looking 
better. The farmers who will put in 
spring grain are all plowing and pros- 
pects are favorable for a large area of 
spring grain. This with a record break- 
ing acreage of winter wheat affords 

romise of a big crop, if weather con- 

itions continue favorable. The Willam- 
ette valley crop is well advanced for the 
season, and as there is abundant moist- 
ure, the only trouble feared is from 
insects. 

On the Nez Perce Indian reservation 
in Idaho, there are 60,000 acres of wheat 
Iand owned by the Indians, but leased 
to the whites. The Indians have 150,000 
acres of good wheat land on the reserva- 
tion, and a great many more leases wil! 
be made before the a crop is all in. 
The Indians do not make much of a 
success of farming themselves, and pre- 
fer to lease the land to the whites, al- 
though one Indian raised 8,000 bus of 
wheat last year. The leases are all 
made subject to the approval of the de- 

artment at Washington, and the rental! 

n some cases is as high as $3 per acre, 
but at wheat at present prices this figure 
is not obtainable. 

The tenacity of farmers to hold wheat 
makes it an extremely hazardous spec- 
ulation for exporters to charter ships at 
the rates demanded by owners, unless 
they have the cargoes already pur- 
chased for the ship. The last charter 
reported was at 38s 9d, and on this basis 
exporters cannot figure out more than 
56c for Walla Walla. No sales are re- 
orted at this price as the mills are pay- 
ng 57c for Walla Walla, and 60c for 
blue stem. Three disengaged grain 
ships arrived on Puget Sound since 
March 1, and one of them was taken at 
85s for lumber to the United Kingdom. 
Another goes to San Francisco to load 
on owners’ account, and the third has 
refused a wheat charter at 388. The 
presence of lumbermen in the field as 
competitors of wheat handlers in. bid- 
ding for tonnage makes it difficult to 
reduce rates. 


The Echo mill at Spokane was leased 
last Saturday by the Portland Flouring 
Mills Co. (T. B. Wilcox). The mill is 
owned by the Great Northern railway 
and has a capacity of 400 bbls per day. 
The lessees of the mill are also over- 
hauling their big mill in this city, and 
may slightly increase its capacity. The 
repairs contemplated, and the building 
of the mill at Salem, will give the Wil- 
cox interests ownership or control of 
mills with a combined capacity of near- 
7 8,000 bbls per day. The shipments of 
the company to Hongkong alone during 
1900 were 500,000 bbls, and had there 
been an early settlement of the war diffi- 
culties, the se would have been 
nearly doubled this year. The Echo 
mill was built by Bravinder & Keats in 
1889, and being burned a year later was 
immediately rebuilt. It was purchased 
by the Great Northern last May for 
$140,000. The mill property was in liti- 
gation in the courts, and the railroad 
needed partof it for its right of way 
through the city, and bought it outright 
to end the litigation. It is in shape for 
immediate operation and will com- 
mence grinding at an early date. The 
rental is given at $7,000 per year.

The ad- 
vance in wheat has pecoeses a@ some- 
what more stable feeling in the condi- 
tions, and buyers are more disposed to 
take hold in ‘a larger way, but move- 
ment is still sluggish, e have had 
several offers from abroad, but they 
have all beeu too low to admit of ac- 
ceptance.

THE MARKETS. 


Wheat—About the only movement in 
wheat is that purchased by the mills 
for their own consumption, and receipts 
may therefore be classed as nominal, 
for there is nothing doing in a specula- 
tive sense. Mills are drawing the 
major portion of their supplies from the 
west and this comes just as needs de- 
mand. There is little or no local wheat 
passing, but whenever a car is thrown 
on the market the mills take itin. The 
strength which developed in the west- 
ern market within the past few ~—_ 
bas had the effect of increasing - 
quiry in the flour market, and if this 

rmness becomes permanent it may 
help to improve conditions in these 
parts. Prices of wheat continue practi- 
cally unchanged here, being for No. 2 
from wagon, 72@78c; local car, 74@75c; 
wheat with milling-in-transit privileges, 
77@78c, according to value.of bills. 

Millfeed—The demand for bran and 
other feeds continues with remarkable 
activity and hardening prices. Another 
advance of 50c per ton is recorded this 
week,which makes the high-water mark 
on the 1900 crop, and eget the high- 
est in the history of milling in the 
southern country. The mills are all 
oversold and still the cry for more con- 
tinues. The advance in quotations does 
not seem to check the demand and or- 
ders are just as plentiful now as they 
were before the raise. It looks as if the 
buyers would stand another raise and 
this may come within the week.

Governor Odell has _ apparentl 
knocked the barge canal in the head, 
for this session of the legislature at 
least, by recommending in his message 
of Friday the completion of the im- 
provements began in 1895.

The position of the gratuity fund 
promises to be sharply defined as the 
result of the action of the board of 
managers of the Exchange this week in 
suspending about 40 members, among 
whom were some of the oldest and most 
respected, gentlemen whose financial 
standing is above impeachment. The 
situation has reached apparently a con- 
dition where prominent members of the 
Exchange wish to have the status of the 
ot matter clearly and legally de- 

ned. It is true, apparently, that the 
board acted according to the by-laws, 
but as the by-laws, under which they 
are acting in part, are in the hands of 
the court, some of the members were in- 
disposed to pay assessments until the 
court has rendered its decision. Argu- 
ment on the appeal of the case has been 
made within a few days and a decision 
is expected ut comparatively an early 
date. Some of the gentlemen offered to 
deposit the money ina bank or trust 
company, subject to the legal decision, 
but this was refused. About 300 addi- 
tional members, it is said, will be dis- 
ciplined next week, unless they pay up. 

The report of the city mills for the 
past year is one which has attracted a 
great deal of attention. It is stated that 
the net results of the business for the 
last calendar year were $400,000. This 
result was obtained under the adminis- 
tration of a receiver, and is looked 
9 as a strong indication of the value 
of the New York property. If, under 
the administration of the old flour trust 
it was necessary to put the mills into 
the hands of a receiver, the results the 
past year show that the mills have done 
a successful business, if administered 
in a business-like way. Mr. Shirk has 
been manager of the mills under the re- 
ceiver, buying the wheat and looking 
after the selling of flour. While under 
the receivers’ administration there has 
been a large reduction in what it was 
claimed was a sinecure position. Now 
that the new company is about to ab- 
sorb the old trust mills, the results of 
the local mills for the past year certain- 
ly give promise of at least a successful 
start for the new company, unless the 
new flour trust follows the footsteps of 
the old. Mr. Shirk is entitled to great 
credit for the successful business man- 
agement for the past year.

Receipts of flour were 5,431 bbls 
against 9,850 for the week previous and 
5,600 for the same week last year. There 
is about the usual volume of jobbing 
trade in flour here at last week’s prices, 
for the season of the year, but it has 
shrank very materially compared with 
that of a fortnight ago, as the country 
roads instead of showing improvement 
have become almost impassable. Be- 
tween traders, however, considerable 
car-lot trading has been going on. In 
winter wheat flour transactions of 500 
bbls 90 per cent patents are noted at 
$3.1744@3.20 laid down here, and another 
dealer has filled his wants at $3.15 for 
exactly the same grade of lower. These 
figures represent a shading of 3@5c on 
the ruling basis last week. 1 hear also 
of several car lot sales of 90 per cent 
straight roller in the west to Newfound- 
land buyers at figures equal to $3.15@ 
3.20 here. Newfoundland merchants 
also inform me that they have been 
buying quite a lotof American spring 
wheat flour lately, but that they 
cannot touch the Canadian, as the 
latter is too high for their limits. 
The situation is different for winter 
wheat grades, as Canadian flour made 
from this wheat is offered to them 
cheaper than American. There has not 
been much in an capes way to report 
this week, but cables from London 
on Thursday advised an advance of 3d 
in that market for American flour, 
stating also that very little Canadian 
flour was offering there at the moment.

Business in spring wheat flour has 
been light, sales of patents at $4.20@4.50 
transpiring, the inside price heing for 
flour ground from kiln-dried wheat.

The failure of the Conners people to 
carry out their arrangement regarding 
the projected elevating plant for the port 
has re-started the discussion over the 
matter, and all sorts of ees 4 are 
being broached. As have already 
noted, Captain Wolvin, of Detroit, is 
among the people who are considered as 
fit to handle the problem. The captain 
was at Ottawa last week interviewing 
the federal authorities and though I can 
not state it asa fact 1 told that he is 
asking the government to guarantee the 
interest on an issue of bonds by which 
he proposes to finance the scheme. He 
is now in Montreal, and is to have a 
conference with the harbor commis- 
sioners on Monday and submit his 
proposition to them. As against this, 
one of the Harbor Trust, James Crathern 
wants the trust itself to construct two 
elevators right in the center of the 
harbor and not at Windmill Point, its 
extreme western boundary, which was 
the Conners proposition. ach of the 
elevators is to have a capacity of 
1,000,000 bus. Mr. Crathern is strongly 
opposed to outside control of the ele- 
vators, and as he is an influential mem- 
ber of the board, as well as one of 
Montreal’s millionaires, there is cer- 
tain to bea strong battle between the 
supporters of the rival propositions, 
and not unlikely the failure of either 
being carried to success.

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Trade on Mark Lane during the week 
under review has been generally dull. 
The market bas been quite taken by 
surprise by the exceptionally heavy 
shipments of flour from America last 
week, and buyers have taken fright ex- 
pecting a pressure to sell when this flour 
arrives. The shipment of 208,000 half 
sacks is certainly considerably in ex- 
cess of the weekly requirements, and 
that it should have an effect on buyers’ 
minds is hardly to be wondered at, but 
holders have evinced no disposition to 

ress sales as yet; in fact, there has 
boon singularly littie variation in prices 
during the past week. ‘'he weather 
continues very mild and at this time of 
the year this always has a depreseing 
effect on the market, so it is not sur- 
prising to hear complaints as to the 
lack of demand. Practically no forward 
business is being put through on ac- 
count of millers asking much higher 
prices than the trade here is prepared to 
pay, and until prices for forward ship- 
ment are more on a level with prices 
ruling here it is impossible to expect 
any activity in this direction.

The Liverpool and Glasgow markets 
show no improvement and the depres- 
sion has existed so long yet continues. 
Buyers show no inclination whatever 
to buy, but it is thought that they can 
not remain much yw ned out of the mar- 
ket as there are indications that they 
will soon be obliged to replenish their 
stocks. It will indeed be a welcome 
change when an active demand sets in 
as months of inactivity are by no means 
exhilarating and the same features pre- 
vailing week after week become monot- 
onous. 

LIVERPOOL. 

Kruger, Darsie & Co., March 5: ‘'The 
improvement in the wheat trade noted 
in our last has been of very short dura- 
tion, as during the past sennight the 
market declined again ld per cental, 
leaving prices now below what they 
were a fortnight ago. The fact is, the 
shipments as well as the quantity afloat 
are so heavy that no improvement can 
make headway against them. The flour 
trade has been, if possible, worse than 
before, and — are generally quoted 
6d lower, though buyers even at the 
couocession are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. American mill prices are gener- 
ally above selling values, but wherever 
mills have yielded a little, an occasion- 
al transaction has been put through.” 

GLASGOW. 


John Jackson & Co., March 5: ‘'The 
flour market continues as depressed as 
ever, and the feeling amongst holders 
is decidedly despondent. Buyers do 
not seem to want any class of flour at 
the moment, and in the few transactions 
passing prices decidedly favor buyers.” 

Dunlop Bros., March 6: ‘'Though 
prices have undergone no appreciable 
change during the past week there has 
been quite a remarkable absence of de- 
mand for the leading articles. Arrivals 
of flour are excessive and liberal of 
wheat.and maize.” 

R. Hunter Craig & Co., Ltd., March 7: 
‘tHeavy arrivals depress the market 
and prices favor buyers on spot flour. 
The imports during the week amount 
to 54,276 sacks.”’ 

BPEMEN. 

J. D. Barth, March 8: ‘'‘Owing to the 
mild rainy weather and the want of ac- 
tivity from outside, business during the 
past week was rather quiet. The trade 
in rye keeps within the same close lim- 
its as ithas been doing for some time 
past. Foreign, chiefly South Russian 
offers, were scarce and not urgent, and 
but a few lots for April-March shipment 
were handled. ‘I'here were quite a num- 
ber of offers in the market for delivery 
late in the summer,which, however, met 
with little attention as yet, though some 
small sales were made for August-Sep- 
tember delivery. The offers of Ameri- 
can western ryé resulted in several von- 
tracts for March-April shipment. The 
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demand for barley was moderate, Rus- 
sian offers remaining scarce. Our im- 
porters are not in position to accept the 
prices asked and underbids were de- 
clined. The demand for corn has fallen 
off somewhat and as considerable quan- 
tities were offered from late arrivals 
prices were bound to weaken a little; 
whereas the figures asked by North Am- 
erican on remained firm, prohib- 
iting business. Hence sales have been 
preety pong rare,though some sales were 
closed with La Plata tor summer ship- 
ment at prices somewhat less than were 
prevailing the previous week. Oats on 
spot were little offered and were very 
firm. Only:‘a few suitable Russian 
offers were in the market, but America 
was more inclined to meet the views 
wifh regard to March-April shipment, 
and several lots were placed. The price 
of flour has further declined lately, and 
as far as 1 know no sales have been 
made. Considerable quantities of rye 
flour from our mills have been sold of 
late, a number of contracts having been 
closed for delivery up to December. 
The demand for millfeed shows some 
improvement.”’ 


STOCKS IN LIVERPOOL. 


Kruger, Darsie & Co: ''The stocks in 
Liverpool on Feb. 28, excluding millers’ 
holdings, were as follows: Wheat,

THE MONEY MARKET—MARCH 6, 


Since my last report money has been 
more plentiful but today it is again 


scarce, the cause being attributed to the 
constant drain on the market produced 
by the collection of the taxes. Money 
was so scarce indeed that it was found 
impossible to repay the whole of the 
moderate amount due to the bank, a 
small portion only being repaid. Dis- 
count rates have declined during the 
week, and today declined 1-16 further, 
but the rate was steady at the reduc- 
tion, there being no disposition to work 
at under 3% per cent. Some attempts 
were made to place paper of forward 
dates at 3% per cent, but these efforts 
were not successful and for the present 
the fall in the rates seems to have 
stopped. All continental exchanges, 
except Paris, whose rate is unaltered, 
have moved against London. The 
official bank rate of Berlin is 4% pfennig 
lower, though the discount rate there is 
4% per cent lower. It is expected that 
the market here will be steady, or even 
harden a little, until the government 
begins disbursing largely again. It is 
reported that the bank bought £26,000 in 
bar gold today. 

Business on the stock exchange is 
dull but prices as a rule remain steady 
and in some cases show a rise for the 
day. Both the home railway market 
and the American railroad market were 
flat and little business was transacted.

KINGSLAND SMITH. 


THE INTERIM CONFERENCE OF THE NATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH AND IRISH MILLERS 





At the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of British & Irish Millers, which 
was held in December last, it was de- 
cided that a meeting should be held in 
Buxton early this year to discuss the 
many important matters that bad been 
brought forward, and last week this 
meeting took place. Buxton was chosen 
as being a central point at which the 
millers could gather and from the very 
large attendance of millers at the meet- 
ing it was evident that it was a most 
happy selection. Buxton is situated in 
the Peak district (Derbyshire), which 
is one of the most picturesque parts of 
England. The town is 1,000 feet above 
sea level and at all times the air is most 
exhilarating and especially so at this 
time of the year, with snow on the 

round and a clear, frosty atmusphere. 
‘The meeting, which was held on Thurs- 
day and Friday, Feb. 14 and 15, wasa 
great success, as many as 130 millers at- 
tending, and the business put through 
was most satisfactory. 

The object of the meeting was to con- 
sider the question of uniestricted com- 
petition and its effects on forward sell- 
ing, and to consider the desirability of 
pee yy a clearing house depart- 
ment to facilitate the purchase and sale 
of surplus stocks of flour and offals. 

The first session of the conference be- 
gan at ten o’clock on ‘I'hursday morn- 
ing, Mr. Leetham, the president of the 
association taking the chair. After the 
minutes of the last meeting had been 
read by Secretary Sanderson, Mr. Leet- 
ham referred to the recent national be- 
reavement; then Mr. Baker announced 
that the association was now incorpo- 
rated, the whole of the necessary pro- 
ceedings having been carried through. 

The president then rose to give his 
opening address, which was very inter- 
esting and comprehensive, dealing with 
the question of forward selling and un- 
restricted competition. President Leet- 
ham began his address by saying, ‘‘In 
the consideration of this important sub- 
ject I do not pee ose to make, as some 
re might be tempted to, a review 
of the ancient methods of the sale of 
flour, from prehistoric times to the pres- 
ent, nor do I attempt to discover by 
careful analysis the precise date at 
which the practice of booking forward 
was first insidiously introduced. This 
would be treating the subject in too ac- 
ademic a fashion, and would detract 
from its serious nature. 1 do, however, 
think it worth while to attempt to find 
the motive which first prompted the 
selling of flour for future delivery, for 
inthe motive will be found either the 
kernel of truth, and therefore conse- 
quent sound principle of trade, and the 
corresponding beneficent universal 
good, or the germ of an ignorant and nar- 


row selfishness. (Hear! hear!) As flour 
millers, we all have a considerable ex- 
perience of the vagaries of the wheat 
markets; we all know that there isa 
timeto buy and a time not to buy. 
Sometimes we hit it, sometimes we 
don’t, but even here the law of average 
asserts itself and those who win one 
time often lose the next, and vice versa, 
so that, spread over a reasonable period 
things are about evenly balanced, an 
in the long rum we have to depend upon 
our milling profits.”” Mr. Leetham then 
went on to say that millers seem to 
have a form of mental aberration in 
thinking that they are always better 
bought than their neighbors. The price 
of wheat advances and they think that 
the best way of securing business is to 
sell lots of flour forward to make sure 
ofacertain amount of trade. When it 
was the universal practice of millers or 
their sons to conduct the selling of their 
own flou1, very little was sold forward 
except to the best men, but when the 
traveling system was introduced the 
greater scramble for orders brought out 
in evidence the inborn selfishness of the 
trade, each thinking that, by securing 
the orders for a few weeks ahead, he was 
doing his competitor out of his fair 
share of the trade. The motive for for- 
ward selling can be put downto a short- 
sighted, narrow-minded policy of grab, 
aided and abetted by the zeal of travel- 
ers fearfal of consequences should the 
system of blackmailing theiremployers 
not be carried out. illers should be 
content to live by the profit of manu- 
facture, and the fluctuations of wheat 
markets should in theory have their cor- 
responding pulsation in the flour prices. 
‘*While the system prevails millers 
have to permanently keep large stocks, 
upon which they have to pay warehouse 
expenses, interest and other charges. 
They have to bolster an artificial price 
to satisfy their customers at time out of 
all relation to the real price of wheat, 
and their loss under this head of the 
current orders of some of the best men 
means loss of valuable permanent 
trade.’”’” Mr. Leetham said he would 
like to dwell upon this point as it was 
owing to this that much misunderstand- 
ing arose among competitors. What 
seems 4 high tempting price on paper, 
consequent upon the artificial price 
having advanced inordinately, is often 
the means of a rude awakening, when 
to the few buyers in the market, outside 
competitors take an advantage of a few 
available orders; instead of the miller 
gaining just a little advantage by the 
rise just at this point he has either to 
continue his policy of bolster and lose 
the current sales, or drop his price, so 
that the advance in many cases bas done 
him more harm than good. ‘'The best 
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flour buyers like to g their sur- 
plus capital and enterprise, and to place 
allon one common le coercin 
everybody to buy at one ular time, 


and practically one iform price, 
means that the retail trade price fe not 
altered, and the best man is placed in 
the same position as the worker in the 
vineyard, who worked a whole day jor 
a penny and had to be content to see 
those who had worked but the last hour 
of the dey receive also the penny. 
Scripturally it may be correct; commer- 
cially it is unfair. The uncommercia! 
aspect of this method of trading has 
long been a — to every body but 
ourselves. en wheat markets ad- 
vance there is a wild stampede to se}! 
flour at a price far below its intrinsic 
value. Why? For the simple reason 
that we have wheat bought before the 


“advance took place and we experience 1 


poaretee anxiety to get rid of it at less 
ban its market price. There is no 
common sense in this practice, and the 
spirit of the times demands that mill.

any arrangement which would give en 
tire confidence would be a decided ad- 
vance upon the present position anc 
suggested association in some shape or 
form. Difficulties had arisen in the 
practical workings of local associa 
tions owing to their being purely paro- 
chial in character, and as such liable to 
be disturbed by personal feelings, but 
this would be removed to a great extent 
if districts amalgamated, having a cen- 
tral council to which to appeal when 
eae g eg A "To attain success there 
must be in all districts fixed differences 
of price between the various grades of 
flour; these differences may vary in 
different districts, but it is far better if 
they are made as nearly alike as possi- 
ble. The main feature of an up-to-date 
association is the adoption of a penalty 
clause, with a monetary —— gradu- 
ated on the output of the different mills. 
We must take it as a sine qua non that 
there must be a penal clause giving 

ower to the association to inflict a fine 
‘or a serious infraction of its by-laws.’ 

‘tA penalty association should be ar- 

ranged in such a manner that it is suit- 
able for any district which happens to 
contain a proportion of millers who de- 
cline to avail themselves of its advan- 
tages.”’ 
- Attheend of his address the presi- 
dent pointed out that the second item 
on the agenda had a good deal in com- 
mon with the first and called upon W. 
E. Nicholls to open the question of the 
desirability of establishing a clearing 
house department. 

Before Mr. Nicholls began his address 
a vote of thanks to President Leetham 
for his able address was moved and 
seconded and unavimously carried with 
enthusiasm. ‘ 

Mr. Nicholls said that before he put 
before the —s his views with re- 
gard to a clearing house department he 
thought it necessary to take a purview 
of what had existed and endeavor to 
trace through the lapse of years how the 
present condition had grown up, and be 
thought that a better time could not ex- 
ist than the dawn of a new century to 
dicuss all the points in favor of the re- 
vision of the trade for the common 

ood. In his opinion, the reasons that 

rought about the present position had 
to be traced back to the time of the es- 
tablishment of free trade in this coun- 
try. At that time it seems that the 
larger portion of the flour was manu- 
factured by inland millers but now the 
situation had become reversed and the 
coast millers manufacture the larger 
quantity. The position of today was 
that three sections of the United King- 
dom manufactured about one-third of 
the total output of the country. Liver- 
pool leads with 450 sacks an hour; Hull! 
and York have an output of 350 sacks 
an hour; and the Bristol Channel an 
output of 350 sacks; the total output of 
the United Kingdom is about 3,500 sacks 
an hour. Liverpool manufactures con- 
siderably more than is required for its 
local trade, Hull also, but the Bristol 
Channel about meet their requirements, 
and the result is that Liverpool and 
Hall have found a common hunting 

round in the Bristol Channel districts. 
Then he referred to the different classes 
of millers, especially the English wheat 
miller, and pointed out that a miller 
who was so located as to be able to se- 
cure his native supply was quite as able 
to compete and make a Bes tas the port 
millers who imported their wheat.

Some of the millers objected to. the ques- 
tion of analysis being gone into in de- 
tail, whereupon the president put the 
matter. to meeting which voted in 
favor of Mr. Nicholls’ continuing his 
address. . 

Mr. Nicholls continuing said very lit- 
tle more with regard to the analysis of 
the cargoes he was referring to but took 
up the matter of output. He thought 
considerable trade could be done with 
excess grades that could not be ab- 
sorbed by the local district if there was 
a means found of dealing with them. 
He then referred to an attempt that was 
made some years ago to form an asso- 
ciation to deal with contracts after they 
were made, and among the articles of 
the association there was one to the 
effect that there shonld be a clearing 
house department, with rules for the 
management ofthe same, and it was 

rovided that no person having any in- 
erests in the flour trade should be ap- 
pointed an officer of the clearing house. 
The duties of the officers of the clearing 
house, amongst others, were to keep 
registera of all contracts which should 
be reported to them and which should 
be made by any member of the associa- 
tion, or by any firm of which one or 
more members were partners, or by any 
company of which one or more mem- 
bers were directors; and it was stated 
that the parties to such a contract would 
abide by the price named therein. All 
contracts registered at the clearing 
house and all matters and things in re- 
lation thereto, except otherwise therein 
provided, were to kept. private and 
should not be disclosed to the executive 
committee or to the association or to 
any other persons. Then there was the 
right of y a and numerous by-laws 
affecting that. This association, how- 
ever, never came into existence, but Mr. 
Nicholls thought that in order to allevi- 
ate some of the present overlapping the 
National Association could form a de- 
partment, not of course on the lines of 
the suggested association, but on the 
lines that the miller who makes excess 
grades should place these excess grades 
in the hands of the National Association 
for distribution among its members. If 
everyone took up the idea with a view 
to trying to bring it to a satisfactory is- 
sue it might result in the curtailment of 
the overlapping which was occasioned 
by getting rid of those flours which 
were not in demand in the home dis- 
trict. The mode of procedure seemed to 
him to be a simple one, and it was that 
the clearing house officers should re- 
ceive from-the different millers particu- 
lars of what they had for sale, with sam- 
ples, These they would distribute 
among the members of the association 
without the names of the sellers appear- 
ing, unless they thought necessary, and 
the clearing house would act as an 
agent between one member of the asso- 
ciation and another for the distribution 
of these flours. If it was found to an- 
swer well they-had gained a considera- 
ble point. If it was found not to answer 
they were just where they were today. 

At the conclusion of the address a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Nicholls was unani- 
or carried and it was decided to 
print in pamphlet form this and the 
president’s speech. 

Then followed a discussion of the 
president’s speech, and Mr. Simpson at 
the request of the president gave the 
general principles upon which an asso- 
ciation might be formed. 

An animated discussion followed in 
which many members joined, and the 
questions were thoroughly disinte- 
grated, the discussion occupying the 
whole of the afternoon and evening ses- 
sions of Thursday. By Smveng Mereres 
the proceedings had come such a 
point that the president was able to sum 
up the whole business and made the 
pet statement: ‘'As arranged on 
the previous afternoon the members of 
th: Council met in the evening and for 
two long hours gave very Careful con- 
Sideration to the question of forward 
Saies. They decided that forward sales 
oO: a proper basis were not an objection- 
a' le thing, and they came to the conclu- 
Sion that if forward selling could be 
nducted on commercial lines a thing 
rhaps even to be desired. They there- 
ore decided not in any way to limit 
rward selling nor to P ace any restric- 
ns upon by restraining sales. These 
‘re their conclusions, but they left 
em over for local associations to set- 

practically as they thought fit. 
i hey came to the conclusion that the 
'netuation of the price in accordance 
with wheat was a desirable thing, and 
‘vey considered that the best way of ar- 
ving at those fiuctuations was the 
adoption of the form of association 
which was mentioned in the circular,

Puget Sound millers are still impa- 
tiently awaiting a revival in export 
trade activity with the Orient. Present 
indications, however, are such as to en- 
gender increasing pessimism witb ref- 

Some 
advices are to the effect that Japan 
is well stocked with flour for six months 
ahead, and that other Oriental markets 
have on hand supplies sufficient to last 
through the summer at least. The de- 
pression, however, seems generally 
speaking, to be attributable to three 
causes. First, the cut by Pacific steam- 
ship companies in flour freights, on 
Feb. 14, from $6 to $5 per ton, has created 
an impression that arate war on flour 
transportation to the Orient is a proba- 
bility of the future, and that with a 
prospect of still lower rates, shipments 
can be postponed to good advantage. 
Second, Oriental dealers are reluctant 
to place large orders so near the sum- 
mer season, as flour shipped now would 
not be received much before May 1, and 
would in all probability have to be kept 
in store through the trying hot weather 
begining about June 1. Third, the war 
difficulties have produced a state of 
vexatious uncertainty, and have made 
it very difficult to do a satisfactory 
business even at very low rates. The 
best demand at present comes from 
Hengkose with cable offers at $2.50@ 
2.60 r bbl in quarter barrel sacks. 
The Empress of India, which will clear 
from Vancouver on March 25, will take 
to Hongkong 50,000 sacks of flour, 
representing a consignment from one 
Seattle mill, which is now shipping 
the flour to Vancouver in daily install- 
ments. The same mill today engaged 
space for 6,000 additional sacks to go by 
steamer from Tacoma to Hongkong on 
March 26. The flour thus being shipped 
to Hongkong will most of it reach an 
ultimate market in southern China, 
where affairs are in a more pacific state 
than in the north, and in the Philip- 
pines, and in British India. 

* * 

The volume of local wheat business 
continues limited. European markets 
appear to be too well supplied with 
wheat from the southern hemisphere to 
feel impelled to bid above the current 
price, based upon charter rates. 

* 

In the Pacific northwest the weather 
is favorable for farm operations, and 
advantage is being taken of it to get the 
spring wheat acreage well in hand. In 
the Puget Sound district there has thus 
far in March been about one inch less 
rainfall than the average for the same 
time during previous years. In eastern 
Washington the precipitation has been 
heavier than the average, though defi- 
nite reports for this month have not yet 
been received at the Seattle weather 
bureau office. Fall wheat is still look- 
ing well, and promises a good. yield. 
The washed-out condition of the roads 
in eastern Washington has interfered 
somewhat with the arrival of wheat to 
Puget Sound ports. There appears, 
however, no ground for suspecting that 
any significant damage has been done 
by the freshets to the important wheat 
growing districts of Washington.

The iocal flour market bas a weak 
tendency, notwithstanding that the first 
shipments to Alaska for the season 
started this week. The trade from 
Alaska will undoubtedly be larger this 
season than ever before. Au especially 
heavy demand is promised from Valdes, 
and the country tributary to that point, 
owing to the immense amountof de- 
velopment work which will be done in- 
land to the north of there. The move- 
ment of miners to Alaska has already 
set in strongly, and anticipating a 
large prospective demand, Alaska 
merchants are laying in large stocks 
against the spring and summer trade.

Wing, an Americanized Chinaman, 
representing the Wing Chung Wo Co., 
of San Francisco, is executing contracts 
in eastern Washington for the purchase 
of 5,000 barrels of flour monthly to be 
shipped to China. 

There is considerable local interest in 
the report that the Washburn-Crosby 
Co. of Minneapolis, is about to build 
one of the largest mills in the north- 
west, at Everett, which is thirty miles 
north of Seattle, and is the town where 
the Great Northern railroad first strikes 
tide-water. The Everett Milling Co. has 
started its new 800-bb1 mill, and if Ever- 
ett also secures the anticipated Wash- 
burn-Crosby plant that place will doubt- 
less become a formidable rival of Ta- 
coma and Seattle as a milling center.

Millers 
as a rule, have not advanced values any, 
although the wheat markets are some- 
what firmer, and those that have done 
80, apparently did it with the idea of in- 
creasing the demand at old prices. The 
amount of business done during the 
week has been small; jobbers are not 
taking hold to any extent. The stocks 
carried by receivers, while considerably 
less than a month ago, are sufficiently 
large to meet all demands made upon 
them, so that buyers only come on the 
market when some particular brand is 
required. This condition prevails in 
other sections of New England as well 
as in Boston so that there is not much 
encouragement for millers’ agents to do 
business.

A large shipment of flour left this port 
during the week, on the Johnston line 
steamer Noranmore, for London. The 
shipment consisted of 40,794 140-lb sacks 
of flour and 148,000 bus of grain. This 
ompeny makes a Senn | of the ship- 
ment of flour, and the steamer was held 
over two days in order that the flour 
might not get wet in loading, owing to

There was a gain of over 27,000 bbls in 
the local flour production, last week, 
over the outturn of the week before.

rices during the week. In one or two 
nstances a 5c advance was asked, but 
the general price today for Milwaukee 
patent in wood at the mills in car lots 
is $3.85@4. Export sales for the week 
were fairly large in the aggregate. For 
first clear, the range of quotations at the 
mills was $2.25@2.35 jute and for export 
patent of average quality $3.35@3.45 jute. 
The mills are running moderately 
strong this week and the production 
should be fully equal to that of last 
week,

The program and arrangements are 
already well under way by J. F. Mueller, 
secretary of the Fraternity of Operative 
Millers of America, for their annual 
convention to be held in this city June 
5, 6 and 7, and oaeegs a day or so 
longer.

in attendance be given and that a 
liberal attendance be present. No city 
better than Milwaukee could have been 
selected and all members of the fratern- 
ity as well as those who visit here in 
June can rest assured of an intellectual 
benefit.
